THE WRECK OF 


The above sketch was made by Mr. Bate- 
man Smith, one of the cabin passengers who 
escaped ‘from the wreck of the Bobemian. 
It represents that vesse! wpon the rocks near 
Portland ‘Harbor, om the coast of Maioe, 


where she got aground on the 220d of Fe-. 


bruary. The steamer, carrying nineteen 
cabin passengers and 199 seerage, besides 
the mails and cargo, with a crew of about 
100 men, left Liverp ol on the 4th of Febra- 
ary, aod had been some days overdue at 
Portland when she met with tbis disaster, 
She wae jast rounding Cape Elizabeth, to 
enter the harbor f.0m Casco Bay, when she 
struck upon « ledge called 6t. Aldea’s Rock, 
about threes miles from land. It was about 
eight o’clock in the evening; the night was 
foggy, and the speed of the vessel was not 
more thea two or two miles and a half an 
hour. It appears that the master, Oaptain 
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Borland, had misjadged the distance of the 
lightaviible on Cape Elizabeth. Tne ves- 
eel bavicg struck ard passed over the rocks, 
found « large hole ta her bottom, end began 
to Gil rapidly. Bae was then turned to-

| the land, her engine fires were put out, and 


she suok io four fathoms of water, in an a!- 
muet upright position, as shown in the en- 
gtaving. This was about an hour end 6 
quarter afver she struck, The weather was 
mild acd calm, and there was no sea but the 
usuel ground-swell. The deck, afier the 
ship had settled down, was a foot or two 
above water at low tide, and not more than

man of consequence there. In this he might 
be said to resemble Scott, who, compara- 
tively indifferent to literary eclat, concen- 
trated his highest aspirations on founding a

As in Scott's case there 
was « basis for the idea in the gentle blood 
of which he was descended, 20 was there in 
Shakspeare’s. Through at least the mother, 
Mary Arden, of Wilmoote, if not also 
through the father, there was also a trace of 
connection with land and birth. It isa 
high\y significant circumstance that in 1596, 
when Shakspeare was getting his head 
above water ia London, his faiher is found 
applying to the Heralds’ College for a coat 
of arms, on the basie of family service to 
King Henry VII., of official dignity, of the 
possession of property, and the fact of hav- 
ing married a daughter of Arden, of Wilm- 
cote; an application which was extended 
three years later, to one for the privilege of 
impeling the Shakspeare arms with those 
of Arden, There can, of course, be no doubt 
that William, the peet, prompted these am- 
bitious applications, and designed them for 
the benefit of himself and his deacend- 
ants. They take their place with the invest- 
ments at Stratford as part of the ultimate 
plan of life which the great poet hed in 
view. Let it be observed that with this 
conception of bis idea of life all the other 
known and even the negative circumstances 
are in conformity. He thought not of tak- 
ing a high place in London—he kept re 
tired, and saved money. To this voluntary 
obscurity it may be attributed that he has 
passed so notelessly among his fellows in 
the metropolis, and been left so wholly 
without a biography amongst them.

BOILING WATER. 


At a recent lecture with which Mr. W. R. 
Grove opened the session of the Royal In- 
stitution, Mr. Grove astonished his audience 
at the outect by telling them that there 
never had been such a thing as boiling 
water, and never would be; and he showed 
reflected on a screen by the electric light, 
that what is called boiling, is, in fact, the 
driving out of air from the water by the ap- 
plication of heat. Expel a'l the air from 
water, and it will no longer boil in the ordi- 
mary sense; and if it were possible to ope 
rate on water not qontained in a veserl, it 
might be heated toan intense tem perature— 
more than 300 degrees— without altering its 
form, Avd weare not to forget that the 
hard nature of the vessel in which water is 
boiled may have as much to do with the 
boiling as the other clements in the opera- 
thon. Then comes the question of consti- 
tuent gases, and that apparently indestruc- 
tible babble of gas, “ that everlasting bub- 
ble,” at Mr. Grove calls it, which remains

SELECTION OF FRUIT TREES, 
Tt is not the largest or finest looking trees 
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that are the best. la fact, the eagerness to 


procure big trees at the expense of a fall 
proportion of roota, which it is impractica- 
ble to take up with such trees, often results 


growth fills up the crooks in « trunk, and 
makes it as straight, or nearly so, as aay 
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| one; he could never succeed in persuading 
the owners to shorten in the heads of the 
handsome trees, while he could induce them 
to prune or cut back the others according to 
any directions he might give. 

To sum up—procure small, healthy, well- 
dug and well-packed trees, of the best 
proved sorts, only from reliable nursery- 
men; let them be well set out and well 
cultivated for successive years, and they 
will afford a profitable as well as satisfac- 
tory result. 


Usexs or tue Potato.—In France the 
farina is largely used for culinary purposes. 
The famed gravies, sauces, and soups of 
Frasce are generally indebted for their ex- 
cellence to that source, and its bread and 
pastry equally so; while a great deal of the 
so-called Cognac imported into England 
from France is the produce of the potato, 
Throughout Germany, the same uses are 
common; and in Poland the manufacture of 
spirits from the potato is a most extensive 
trade, “Btettin brandy,” well known in 
commerce, is largely imported into England, 
and is sent thence into many of our foreign 
porzenas0ns as the produce of the grape, and 
is placed on many an English table as the 
same; while the fair ladies of our country 
perfame themselves with the spirit of po 
tato, under the designation of Hau de Cologne. 
Bat there are other uses to which this escu- 
lent is turced abroad. After extracting the 
farina, the pulp is manufactured into orna- 
mental articles, such as picture-frames, snuff- 
boxes, and several descriptions of toys; and 
the water which runs from it in the process 
of manufacture is a most valuable scourer, 
For perfectly cleansing woolens, and such 
like articles, it is the housewife’s panacea; 
and if the washerwoman happens to have 
Chilblains she becomes perfectly cured by 
the operatic n. 

How to Gat Earty Tomatozs —Mra 
E. D, Kendall, of Maryland, thus writes to 
the Southern Field and Fireside: “ A good 
large turnip is far better than any hot-bed 
for propagating early tomatoes. Cat off the 
top,.and scoop out to a shell three-quarters 
of an inch thick. Fill the cavity with rich 
mould, plant half a dozen seeds, and place 
the turnip in a box of loam. Keep warm, 
sprinkle with tepid water every day, until 
there is no longer any danger from the frost, 
then return the turnip to the outdoor bed, 
and thin out all but one plant. Should the 
tarnip send out roots, pinch them off, and 
the shell will soon rot, affording a fertilizer 
to the tomato plant that will send it ahead 
wonderfally. A dczen turnips tomatoized 
will afford an abundant supply of early to- 
motoes for an ordinary family.”

How to Ourwir raz Motu —The fol- 
lowing has more real virtue in it than any 
of the so called scare aways of the moth 
which has yet met our eye Only be care- 
ful thet there are no moths in the furs when 
put away, and it will be impossible for them 
to get im if the necessary care istaken. But 
to the advice: Most of our insects are very 
hardy, caring little for wind and weather, 
and will never “die of aromatic pain.” We 
once packed some small skins in the centre 
of a cask of tobacco leaves and stems, but 
the milier went there, deposited her eggs, 
and the furs were ruined. This shows that 
they are not at all delicate and care nothing 
for tobacco, Expensive cedar closets are 
frequently constructed with the idea that 
the rather pleasant odor of the cedar is suffi- 
ciently disagreeable to the moth to keep her 
away from articles of clothing deposited 
there. This is @ mistake. The strongest 
instinct prompts the miller to seek the 
means of perpetuating its kind, and no trifi- 
ing impediment will prevent it. Bot the 


is perfectly simple, cheap, and easy. Shake 
them well and tie them up in a cotton or 
linen bag, eo that the miller cannot possibly 
enter, and the articles will not be injured, 
though the bag is hung in a wood-house or 
garret. This is cheaper than to build cedar 
closets, and better than to fill the bed clothes 
and garments with the sickening odor of 
camphor, tobacco, or any other drug.
